REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed invention 
is directed to a multi-task window including a display capable of displaying an image from a 
display source. Independent claims 19 and 21 identify the uniquely distinct features, " the second 
window includes a display received into the wall when the second window is received into the 
wall " of claim 19 and " the multi-task window is capable of being moved along a horizontal 
window unit axis until at least a portion of the multi-task window and at least a portion of the 
display module extend beyond the frame perimeter " of claim 21 . The closest prior arts, Mitchell 
(US 3,896,589), McManigal (US 5,253,051), and Portwood (US 3,861,444), all cited in the 
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Office Action dated 03/17/2006, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render 
the above underlined limitations obvious.
